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FEEDING HILLS 

Sr. condo zoning OK’d with sewer fee pledge

Developers of 48 age-restricted condos 
in Feeding Hills got a key approval from the 
City Council this week after agreeing to pay 
about $130,000 in sewer betterments. 


Councilors voted 9-0 to support a zone 
change at 466 S. Westfield St., from Resi¬ 
dential A2 along the road and Agricultur¬ 
al on the majority of the 15-acre parcel to 
Age-Restricted Residential A5 throughout. 

Funding for the Southwest Feeding Hills 
sewer line was a sticking point for the coun¬ 


cil when it first considered the zone change 
last month. Council President Christopher 
Johnson had pointed out that under the old 
zoning, only one house could be built on the 
property, so it was assessed a betterment 
fee of $2,341 — the rate for one household. 
Under the development proposed by Victor 


Shibley and Kathleen Sweeney, there would 
be 47 additional housing units hooked into 
the sewer at that location. 

Town Solicitor Stephen Buoniconti 
told councilors that Shibley and Sweeney

Town playing catchup 
on public street votes

Somehow, over the past four 
and a half decades, 29 streets 
have fallen through the cracks. 

There are that many streets in 
Agawam that are being used as 
public streets, sanded and plowed 
as public streets, and even re¬ 
paved and repaired as public 
streets — but aren’t. Almost all of 
them are residential subdivision 
roadways that were built by de¬ 


velopers. It was always intended 
that they would be turned over 
to the town once the subdivision 
was built, but in each case, the 
City Council never took the nec¬ 
essary formal vote to accept the 
street as a public way. 

Now, Mayor William Sapelli 
has asked the council to consider 
all 29 streets and hold a vote later 
this summer. 

“It’s been ignored for a long

had agreed to pay betterment fees 
for however many additional units 
they construct, plus 4.45 percent 
interest dating back to fiscal 2013. 
The total additional betterment 
payment, if 48 units are built, will 
be between $129,000 and $137,000, 
depending on when the payment is 
made, as interest accrues. 

Nine councilors voted in favor 
of the zone change. Councilor Paul 
Cavallo did not attend the meet¬ 
ing. Councilor George Bitzas voted 
“present,” after expressing concern 
about adding more turning traf¬ 
fic to the intersection of Pine and 
South Westfield streets, which has 
already been identified as a danger¬ 
ous stretch of road. 

Bitzas noted that the state is 
planning to reconfigure that sec¬ 
tion of Route 187 to eliminate a rise 
in the road that blocks the view of 


oncoming traffic, but he said the 
work may not be done in time for 
the first residents to move in to 
Shibley and Sweeney’s develop¬ 
ment, expected in mid-2019. 

Daniel Garvey, the developers’ 
attorney, said Shibley and Sweeney 
are willing to work with the town to 
keep traffic moving safely, but de¬ 
laying the project would not make 
economic sense. 

“We have no control over what 
the state will do,” he said. 

The developers will consult with 
the town engineer about the best 
location for their driveway, and 
are willing to place it wherever the 
town wants. Options include lining 
it up with Pine and South Westfield 
streets to make a four-way inter¬ 
section, or locating it farther down 
Pine Street. Garvey said one of the 
options could be used as a “con¬ 
struction entrance” while the proj¬ 
ect is being built and in the early 
years, with the permanent entrance 


only being opened once the state 
roadwork project is completed. 

Councilor Gina Letellier sup¬ 
ported the zone change after being 
reassured that the condos would 
definitely be built. She said the 
council had previously rezoned 
another property to Residential A5 
only to have the developer give up 
on the project, leaving an empty 
parcel zoned for a specific purpose. 

“We are ready to go,” replied 
Garvey. “Once we’re able to get full 
plans, we’re ready to build immedi¬ 
ately. We have every expectation of 
a sellout in the next two years.” 

Garvey said Agawam residents 
have been calling the develop¬ 
ers asking how soon they can buy 
units. Shibley and Sweeney previ¬ 
ously developed two age-restricted 
condo projects in West Springfield, 
known as Canterbury Woods, on 
Piper Road, and the Condos at 
Beech Hill, off Brush Hill Avenue, 
and that experience has shown 


them that there is a market for 
“a high-quality product in a nice 
neighborhood.” 

At a previous meeting, Garvey 
had said the project envisions 24 
ranch-style duplex buildings, with 
a two-car garage attached to each 
unit. Twenty of the units would be 
1,500 square feet and are expect¬ 
ed to sell at about $299,000; the 
remaining 28 are larger, at 1,800 
square feet, and priced in the 
$339,000 range. 

The project is one of two large 
condo developments proposed for 
the intersection of Pine and South 
Westfield streets. The Planning 
Board on June 21 approved plans by 
Ralph DePalma for 80 market-rate 
condo units on 56 acres at 497 S. 
Westfield St., across the street from 
Shibley and Sweeney’s project. 

Following the zone change, the 
age-restricted condo project still 
requires permission from the Plan¬ 
ning Board to proceed.

Sales tax holiday set for this weekend 


BOSTON — Massachusetts shop¬ 
pers won’t pay sales tax this weekend, 
thanks to a law passed by the state 
Legislature last month and signed by 
Gov. Charlie Baker last week. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, supported the propos¬ 
al, which was adopted by the House 
of Representatives on a 124-18 vote 
as part of a comprehensive economic 
development bond bill on July 10. The 
legislation waives the state sales tax 
on Aug. 11 or 12 for most purchases of 
less than $2,500. Certain items would 
still be taxable on those two days, in¬ 
cluding telecommunications services, 


tobacco and marijuana products, mo¬ 
tor vehicles and meals. 

Boldyga noted that the “grand bar¬ 
gain” bill signed into law by Baker on 
June 28 establishes a permanent annu¬ 
al sales tax holiday in Massachusetts 
beginning in 2019. The “grand bargain” 
made no provision for a sales tax hol¬ 
iday in 2018, however, and the Legis¬ 
lature had failed to authorize tax-free 
days in 2016 or 2017, after several years 
when it was an annual event. 

“I am pleased my colleagues and I 
could pass this bill and enjoy a sales 
tax holiday this summer,” Boldyga 
said. “I have always been a strong 


supporter of pro-business measures 
such as this which provides real sav¬ 
ings to consumers while increasing 
sales for local businesses.” 

In addition to the sales tax holi¬ 
day, the legislation establishes an ap¬ 
prenticeship tax credit for business¬ 
es that hire and train new employees 
in high-demand fields, including 
healthcare, manufacturing and in¬ 
formation technology.

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time and it’s built up now,” Sa¬ 
pelli said this week. “Once we get 
ahead of it, then every year we’ll 
make sure we keep up with it.” 

City councilors will hold pub¬ 
lic hearings over the course of 
the next month to gauge public 
opinion on whether the streets 
should be accepted, but Sapelli 
said he doesn’t think any of them 
will prove controversial. 

“We maintain them now, we 
plow them ... if they break down, 
we fix them,” the mayor said. 
“Not much would change.” 

The key difference, Sapelli 
said, would be the addition of 
road mileage to the town’s inven¬ 
tory. Every year, Massachusetts 
towns receive state highway aid 

— known as Chapter 90 funds 

— based on how many miles of 
public roads they have. Adding 
more public roads means more 
annual state aid. 

Site visits and hearings will 
be held by the council’s Admin¬ 
istrative Subcommittee, which 
is chaired by Councilor Robert 
Rossi. He said this week that the 
committee may group the streets 
by neighborhood and schedule 
site visits and several hearings 
on different days. Dates for hear¬ 
ings have not yet been set. 

Rossi said anyone with ques¬ 
tions about the streets or com¬ 
ments to be taken into consid¬ 
eration at the public hearings 
should call the City Council of¬ 
fice at 413-726-9716. 

Sapelli said he intends for fu¬ 
ture subdivision roads to be for¬ 
mally accepted as soon as possible 
after being placed into service. He 


said he will task one of the town 
agencies involved in regulating 
subdivisions — perhaps the build¬ 
ing inspector, Planning Board or 
Department of Public Works — 
with making sure that a road ac¬ 
ceptance vote takes place. 

Not all of the town’s private 


roadways are among the 29 be¬ 
ing considered for acceptance by 
the City Council. Sapelli said his 
list would bring all of the town’s 
paved roads into public status, 
but there are some unpaved 
roads serving one or two houses 
each that will remain private.

Don’t forget 
vaccines as 
class starts 

S hopping for back to school? Did 
you forget something? How about 
checking those vaccine records and 
making sure your child is completely 
ready for school? 

August is National Immunization 
Awareness Month, which provides an 
opportunity to highlight the need for im¬ 
proving immunization coverage levels 
locally and across the country. 

Getting vaccinated according to the 
recommended immunization sched¬ 
ule is one of the most important things 
a parent can do to protect each child’s 
health. Diseases can quickly spread 
among groups of children who aren’t 
vaccinated. Whether it’s a baby start¬ 
ing at a new childcare facility, a toddler 
heading to preschool, a student going 
back to elementary, middle or high 
school, or even a college freshman, par¬ 
ents should check their child’s records 
and make sure everything is up to date. 

Childcare facilities, preschool pro¬ 
grams, schools and colleges are prone 
to outbreaks of infectious diseases. 
Children in these settings can easily 
spread illnesses to one another due to 
poor hand-washing, not covering their 
mouths when they cough, and the sim¬ 
ple presence of dozens or hundreds of 
people cloistered in one building for 
hours at a time. 

When children are not vaccinated, 
they are at increased risk for disease and 
can spread disease to others in their play 
groups, childcare centers, classrooms 
and communities — including babies 
who are too young to be fully vaccinated, 
people with allergies that prevent them 
from being vaccinated, and people with 
weakened immune systems due to can¬ 
cer and other health conditions. 

It’s not only a good idea — it’s the law. 
Except in cases of religious objection or 
medical necessity, Massachusetts state 
laws and regulations require all students 
to be vaccinated against chicken pox, 
diphtheria, haemophilus influenzae B, 
hepatitis B, measles, mumps, pertussis, 
polio, tetanus. Colleges and universities 
may have their own requirements, es¬ 
pecially for students living in residence 
halls. Parents should check with their 
child’s doctor, school or the town health 
department if they have questions about 
local requirements. 

Most vaccines are given during the 
first five to six years of life, when chil¬ 
dren are most vulnerable to infections. 
Other immunizations are recommend¬ 
ed during adolescent or adult years and, 
for certain vaccines, booster immuniza¬ 
tions are recommended throughout life. 

Parents can make sure that their chil¬ 
dren meet Massachusetts’ immunization 
requirements by following the vaccina¬ 
tion schedule provided by the federal 
Centers ofr Disease Control, which is 
designed by experts to ensure maximum 
protection and safety for children at var¬ 
ious ages. Schedules can be found online 
at www.aap.org/immunization or www. 
cdc.gov/vaccines/schedules.

FROM YOUR SENATOR 

Senate saw many successes this session 


A t midnight on July 31, the Massachusetts 
State Legislature was set to conclude formal 
business for the year, in accordance with 
joint rules. In reality, it took about an hour and a 
half into the morning of Aug. 1 to finish 
all we did. 

The 190th Great and General Court 
was a legislative session characterized 
by legislative pay raises, the tenure of 
three Senate presidents, and the rigor¬ 
ous debate of bills regarding healthcare, 
education funding, opioid treatment, 
energy, animal welfare, veteran benefits, 
capital assets, economic development 
and the environment. 

The state Senate was not always 
able to find consensus as a body or with 
our colleagues in the House of Representatives. 
We were, however, successful in collaborating to 
achieve local victories for our districts. I am proud 
to have worked with my colleagues to advocate 


for and pass locally focused legislation that will 
improve the lives of my constituents in the 2nd 
Hampden and Hampshire district and throughout 
the commonwealth. 

In the final days and hours of the ses¬ 
sion, the Senate acted to pass environ¬ 
mental and economic development bond 
legislation to make critical investments 
in the commonwealth’s natural resourc¬ 
es and recreational assets, public infra¬ 
structure projects and workforce training 
programs. Within these bills, I sponsored 
numerous amendments which were ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature and signed into 
law by Gov. Baker that will provide essen¬ 
tial resources to our local communities 
as they look to improve parks and rec¬ 
reational infrastructure, invest in local landmarks, 
rail trails and cultural programs, and enhance local

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workforce development programs. 

Among these investments are 
funds to renovate the venerable Vic¬ 
tory Theatre in Holyoke, enhance avi¬ 
ation training programs at Westfield 
Technical Academy, and make im¬ 
provements to state parks throughout 
the 11 communities in the 2nd Hamp¬ 
den and Hampshire district. 

The passage of the fiscal year 
2019 budget, late as it was, also re¬ 
flected a commitment by the Senate 
to fund local priorities. The spend¬ 
ing plan provides much-needed 
funding for direct aid programs 
that cities and towns across the 
commonwealth rely on. The state’s 
unrestricted local aid for cities and 
towns was set at $1.1 billion and we 
set aside $4.9 billion in Chapter 70 
education funding for local schools. 
The budget provides $17.8 million 
for councils on aging, $27.2 million 
for local and regional libraries, and 
$16.2 million for cultural councils. 

Locally, I successfully secured 
$55,000 for grants to the 11 local 
councils on aging throughout my dis¬ 
trict, $75,000 for the Banacos Center 
at Westfield State University, $50,000 
for the Great New England Air Show 
at the Westover Airbase in Chicopee, 
among funding for many other local 
projects and programs. 

Following Sen. Stan Rosenberg’s 
resignation from the Legislature, 
the Western Massachusetts Senate 
delegation worked together to se¬ 
cure funding for important programs 
throughout his district, ensuring that 
none of our residents went unrepre¬ 
sented during the budget process. 

As the 2nd Hampden and Hamp¬ 
shire district is home to many vet-

erans and active military that have 
bravely served and continue to serve 
our country, I am proud your state 
Senate worked to unanimously pass 
legislation enhancing military and 
veteran benefits. The “Brave Act” is 
designed to expand benefits and in¬ 
crease access to a range of services 
for veterans, active-duty military 
and their families. This legislation 
designates the fifth day of April as 
Gold Star Wives Day and the last 
Sunday in September as Gold Star 
Mothers and Families Day, and di¬ 
rects cities and towns to designate 
reserved parking for veterans at all 
city and town halls. 

The bill also grants paid military 
leave for those called to duty by the 
armed forces for up to 40 days for 
training and operation purposes. To 
help ease the costs of housing, the 
legislation changes the requirement 
for veterans to qualify for property 
tax exemptions from residing in the 
commonwealth for five years down 
to two years. It also increases the 
amount veterans can earn on their 
property tax exemptions for volun¬ 
teering in their city or town. I believe 
this bill is important in ensuring the 
commonwealth’s second-to-none 
support of our active military, mili¬ 
tary veterans and their families. 

The Senate also took action to 
protect the commonwealth’s pets. 


The PAWS Act II increases fines for 
committing animal abuse, as well as 
raises the maximum time in prison 
for those convicted of animal abuse. 
The legislation also creates a special 
task force of law enforcement, veteri¬ 
nary practice and legal professionals 
to prevent animal abuse and proper¬ 
ly punish those who commit abuse. 

Before we take a victory lap, I 
should also say that not everything 
that needed to get done got finished. 
The clock ran out on simulcasting 
for the state’s horse racing indus¬ 
try. Health care legislation designed 
to help small community hospitals 
such as Holyoke Medical Center, 
and an education bill that finally 
implemented foundation budget re¬ 
view commission levels of education 
spending, failed to be reported out of 
conference committees that either 
couldn’t reach a compromise or sim¬ 
ply ran out of time at the end. And 
there were other bills as well. 

In the coming months, the state 
Senate and House will meet informal¬ 
ly twice a week to process non-con- 
troversial matters associated with 
running the commonwealth’s govern¬ 
ment. The primary election will be in 
September and the general election 
will take place in November. Newly 
elected and returning members of the 
Legislature will be sworn in in Janu¬ 
ary 2019 to begin the new legislative 
session. 

I am grateful for the opportuni¬ 
ty to continue serving the people of 
the 2nd Hampden and Hampshire 
District.

LUDLOW — Both the 
Agawam and Ludlow 
girls’ varsity soccer teams 
missed qualifying for the 
2017 Western Massachu¬ 
setts Division 1 tourna¬ 
ment by one point. 

The two girls’ soccer 
teams did qualify for this 
year’s Pioneer Valley Sum¬ 
mer Soccer League playoffs 
and they met in an A-Divi- 
sion quarterfinal match.

Safety Bug celebrates 45 years

Aug. 29 will mark the 45th year of 
the First Time Bus Riders program, 
helping children and families learn 
about safe bus riding techniques. 

The Agawam Junior Women’s Club 
program is a kindergarten tradition in 
Agawam, an icebreaker for children 
who have never ridden on the big bus 
before, and a valuable education op¬ 
portunity for about 100 kids each year. 
AJWC Treasurer Donna Shibley, who 
has been a member of the organiza¬ 
tion since 1988, said she loves how the 
program can help ease the nerves for 
children before the bus arrives at their 
street in September. 

“It’s the sense that gives the par¬ 
ents and the kids relief because it is a 
major milestone in their young little 
lives, that they are leaving and going 
to school and take this huge piece of 
transportation,” Shibley said. “If you 
look at it from the child’s standpoint, 
this bus is huge.” 

The Women’s Club did not always 
run the event. When it first started 45 
years ago, the Agawam Police Depart¬ 
ment oversaw the program. Over the 
years, the AJWC took over the program 
and wanted to make it more kid-friend¬ 
ly and more of a fun presentation.

The updates included the addition 
of the program mascot, the Safety Bug. 
The Safety Bug is a volunteer dressed in 
a bug costume who demonstrates prop¬ 
er bus riding techniques and points out 
the safety features on the bus. 

The design of the bug has changed 
over the years, but the duties of the 
role remain unchanged. Shibley said 
now they look for high school stu¬ 
dents to volunteer for the job, but 
back when she first joined the AJWC, 
she took a turn as the Safety Bug, too. 

“I think it was kind of an initiation 
when you first joined the club. At that 
time, it was more like who could fit into 
the costume,” Shibley said. “It’s kind of 
designated that you’d be the Safety Bug 
if you could fit into the costume.” 

Today, Agawam High School junior 
Arianna Donovan, Shibley s niece, is 
the mascot. Entering her third year as 
the Safety Bug, Donovan enjoys being 
able to help the children learn about 
the bus, take pictures with them and 
give each child a high-five. 

“I thought it would be a fun thing 
to do, and it is. I enjoy it, it’s a good 
program they do for the kids. It’s not 
scary, it’s a happy bug,” Donovan said. 
“I like the fact I show the children it’s 
not scary to be on the bus and it’s safe 
to ride the bus.” 


Back when Shibley was the Safe¬ 
ty Bug, the costume had a headpiece 
that hid the person’s face. She said her 
face would hurt form smiling all day, 
even though none of the kids could 
see it. Being the Safety Bug was a joy¬ 
ful role for her. Today’s costume does 
not have a mask. 

This year’s program will take place 
on Wednesday, Aug. 29, at 3:30 p.m. in 
the Community Room of the Agawam 
Public Library, 750 Cooper St. Children 
will practice getting on and off the bus, 
learning bus driver signals, how to 
safely cross the road, and ride the bus 
around the high school parking lot. 

“Each child is individually shown 
the flashing lights on the bus, thumbs 
up from driver, when it’s safe to cross 
the street in front of the bus,” ex¬ 
plained Shibley. “Then they get off, or 
ride again if they want. We encourage 
the little ones to ride by themselves — 
the first time we have club members 
on the bus — and anyone that is wor¬ 
ried or nervous, we have them go the 
second time around. We go around as 
many times as we need too.”
